In reciting the following somewhat re 


mark-able experience I know ttiht I am 
laying myself open to the accusations of 
the incredulous and the skeptical, etill 
on account of its unique character ant 
bucaube I myself remain a skeptic, '.

A few weeka ag 


he announced his views on silver, which 
thoroughly accord with the gold bug idea 
and now he tells what he thinks of the so 
called protective principle. 
He admit 


that while the McEinley bill was beia 
digooated in Congress, he wrote a letter t 
Senator Frje, in which be said "there i 
not a section or line in the entire bill tha 
will open a market for another bushel o 
wheat or pound of pork." To break the 
force of this assertion and help oat Me 
Kinley, tie now says that "before the bil 
became a law a reciprocity clause was in 
serted and a large addition was made to 
the free list," 


Tbe only logical inference that oun be 


drawn from Mr. Elaine's letter is that be 
opposed the McKinley bill until it wa 
amended by putting many articles on thi 
free Hat, and bj- inserting a recip.-ooit; 
clause, which means free trade, among its 
provisions. 


It is difficult to understand bow the ad 


dition of many articles on the free list 
that is admitting a uoh articles free of duty, 
makes a market for more wheat or pork, 
bat it seems that Mr. Elaine appears to 
think that it does.

Mr. Blaine, and everybody else who pays 


attention to the subject, knows that over 
three hundred millions of dollars mast be 
collected annually from the duties on im 
ports to supply revenue for the support of 
the Government, 
It is also known that 


none of this revenue can be derived from 
wheat or other products of the farm, how- 
ever high tha tariff on such articles may be 
made for tha purpose of deceiving the far- 
mer, because we have a surplus of such 
products and export instead of import 
them. No foreign nation will export wheat 
to the United States for the reason that it 
brings a better price in Europe, yet there 
ia a tariff of twenty-five centa a bushel on 
wheat to make the farmer believe that it 
enhances the value of the grain that much. 


As the greater part of the billion dollars 


appropriated by the last Congress must be 
collected at the custom bonaes, we mast 
have a reasonably high tariff. 


As so great a mau as Mr. Blaine should 


not be demagogic he should explain while 
championing tbe c»ase of MoKinley, what 
that gentleman is unable to do, tha doable 
barrelled principle claimed for his bill, tbat 
patting sugar on the free list cheapens it, 
while a high tariff has the bamo effect 'on 
tio.

ward Europe some months ago, in the di- 
rection of the United States. 
Tbe Treas- 


ury Depaitmant has issued a statement 
which shows that the exports of breadstuff* 
for September, 1891, were valued at $31,- 
462,021, as against $7,199,345 for Septem- 
ber, 1890. 
It also shows that tbe exports 


of breadstuSa for the quarter year ending 
September 30th last were in value $70,- 
694,822, as against §28,684,226 for the cor- 
responding period of last year. In Sep- 
tember, 1890, tbe value of wheat and rye 
exported was $1,770,902; for September, 
1891, the value of those grains exported 
was $20,388,430. 
There has been a pro- 


portionate increase in tbe value pi other 
breadstuff* exported. 
Prices of all kinds 


ot grain are much higher and the demand 
much greater in consequence of the failure 
of crops in Europe. 


A bountiful harvest in the United States 


and a scarcity of grain in Russia, which is 
generally a large exporter of breaddtuffs, 
ought to make prosperous times in the 
agricultural States east of tne Rocky 
Mountains, though the fact that farmers 
have to pay mote for machinery and every- 
thing they consume, except sugar, tbat 
they do not produce themselves tends to 
make money scarce throughout the West. 


The gold which was shipped out of the 


country last Spring is now returning to pay 
for wheat, floor and 
pork 
products. 


Abundant oropi on this side of the Atlantic 
and a demand for them on the other aide 
of that ocean, disproves the theory of Mo- 
Kinley and the gold men generally tbat sil- 
ver was driving gold out of the country.

ology. 


When the early settlers entered the 


country they found the marsupial tribe 
swarming in countless millions all over 
it, and when they sought pasturage for 
their flocks discovered that the ungener- 
ous soil wonld not furnish grass enough 
for kangaroos and sheep together. A 
war of extermination upon the original 
paeturers upon the land was therefore 
inaugurated, and waged •mthsuch dead- 
ly effect that at present a,kangaroo is in 
most districts quite aa conspicuous by 
his absence as the buffalo upon the plains 
of America.

pioion then that kangaroo leather was of 
any value, or that a demand would 
spring up for it' that should make the 
skin of one'of these umuials worth more 
tlian that of the sheep whose protection 
was bought by their slaughter. So im- 
portant has the trade in kangaroo hides 
now become that the question of how the 
animals that furnish them shall be pre- 
,erved has taken the place of devising 
measures for their extinction. 


The progress of the kangaroo is rapid, 


and for a mile or two it requires a good 
horse to keep in sight of him. After 
that, however, he tires, and is overtaken 
without difficulty. 


The chase of the kangaroo is under- 


taken variously—on horseback, with 01 
without dogs, and by stalking, either 
with rifle or shotgun, 
A kangaroo hunt 


on horseback is an exciting and often 
dangerous pastime. 
In timber, where it 


usually takes place, it is particularly 
hazardous, owing to fallen logs and low 
set branches, which often sweep the 
incautious hunter over his horse's tail 
and drop him in an undignified position 
on the ground behind 
Firearms are 


not employed in this pursuit, and whea 
the game is cornered it is killed by a 
blow from the butt end of a heavy rid- 
ing whip or from a. stirrup which ia un- 
shipped from the saddle for the purpose. 
The dogs used in the chase are a rough 
breed of large greyhounds, which havo 
not only the strength necessary to pur- 
sue a flying kangaroo for miles, but also 
to attack him when he is brought to bay. 
The old dogs ia a station pack of kan- 
garoo hunters are often marked from 
ears to tail with frightful scars, the rec- 
ords of many tough encounters with an 
uuirnal which, timid and inoffensive as 
it is by nature, develops in peril a cour- 
age and even ferocity that are rarely 
found outside the order of carnivora. 


HOW HIS FIGHTS. 


The kangaroo seems poorly provided 


by nature with offensive weapons. Hia 
powers of biting are not formidable, and 
his forepuws are so weak as to seem al- 
most rudimentary members and of little 
use. His hind legs are muscular and 
strong, but are apparently of use only to 
assist flight from his enemies. In these 
hind legs is found, however, a most for- 
midable weapon in the shape of a long 
claw as hard as steel and sharp as a 
chisel—as terrible to dogs as the scythe 
chariots of the ancients were to their en- 
emies. When run down, the kangaroo, 
placing a tree behind him to protect his 
rear, will seize in his forepaws such in-

discreet dogs as rush upon him, and, 
holding them firmly, disembowel them 
with a sweep of his sicklelike claws. 
Even the hunters themselves thus caught 
in the viselike grip of an "old man" kan- 
garoo of the larger breeds have some- 
times suffered in like manner, and have 
now and then taken their own turn at 
being hunted as the enraged animal 
turned upon them and attacked their 
horses with blind ferocity. The kanga- 
roo fights with great address and intelli- 
gence, and if he can find a, stream or 
water hole in which to await his foes, 
will station himself waist deep in it and, 
pushing tlie dogs under one by one as 
they swim out to attack him, either 
drown them outright or compel them to 
retire from want of breath. Against 
human enemies, armed only with clubs 
or 'stirrup irons, the kangaroo often 
shows himself a clever boxer, warding 
off blows very dexterously with his fore- 
paws, and now and then making for- 
ward bounds, with rapid play of hisdnu- 
gerous hind feet, which are difficult to 
avoid.—Melbourne Uor. Boston Journal.
